Mr  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  annual  Report  on  the  health  and 
sanitary  circumstances  of  your  district  for  the  year  1970. 

The  estimated  mid-year  population  of  the  district  increased  by  590, 
to  28,250. 

The  majority  of  infectious  diseases  was  due  to  measles.  Unfortunately 
during  the  latter  part  of  1989,  the  vaccination  campaign  had  to  be  curtailed 
because  of  reported  cases  of  severe  reactions  from  one  manufacturers 1  supply 
which  was  withdrawn.  Supplies  commenced  in  M ay  1970  and  the  vaccination 
campaign  was  recommenced. 

Vaccinations  against  German  Measles  were  commenced  in  the  latter  part  of 
the  year.  Due  to  scarcity  of  vaccine,  initially  only  girls  in  their  14th 
year  were  protected. 

Mr  S.  Duckworth,  Additional  Public  Health  Inspector,  left  your  service  at 
the  end  of  August  on  transfer  to  another  district. 

In  October,  material  contaminated  with  cyanide  was  dumped  at  Headley  by 
the  Hampshire  County  Council,  Although  the  County  Council  gave  assurances  that 
the  method  of  containing  this  material  was  safe,  independent  advice  was  sought. 
This  confirmed  the  opinion  of  the  County  Council.  Samples  of  surface  water 
and  water  from  wells  in  the  area  have  been  monitored  regularly  by  your  Council 
and  by  the  Thames  Conservancy  Board,  with  negative  results.  I  should  like  to 
take  this  opportunity  of  assuring  you  that  in  my  opinion  it  is  unlikely  that 
any  contamination  from  cyanide  will  occur. 

I  should  like  to  thank  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  and  the  staff 
of  his  end  my  Departments  for  thier  help  in  the  compilation  of  this  report.

Illegitimate  Births 

The  number  of  illegitimate  births  was  37  compared  with  22  in  1969,  23  . in 
1964,  30  in  1965,  33  in  1966,  30  in  1967,  &  46  in  1968.  L  better  comparison  is 
the  percentage  of  illegitimate  births  to  total  live  births,  which  was  7.0$ 
compared  with  4.4/3  in  1964,  5.3$  in  1965,  6.1$  in  1966,  5.5$  in  1967,  7.5$  in 
1968,  and  5.0/6  in  1969.  In  England  1  Wales  the  rate  was  8.0  and  in  the 
Administrative  County  of  Hampshire  it  was  5.6. 

Still  Births 

There  were  4  still  births,  giving  a  still  birth  rate  per  1,000  total 
live  end  still  births  of  7.0,  compared  with  11.9  in  1964,  8.7  in  1965,  5.5  in 
1966,  and  1967,  10.8  in  1968,  and  4.0  in  1969.  The  still  birth  rate  for  England 
&  Wales  in  1970  we.s  13.0  and  for  the  administrative  County  of  Hampshire  it  was  10.0.

Perinatal  Mortality  Rate 

This  rate  is  the  combined  number  of  deaths  of  infants  under  one  week  and 
still  births  per  1,000  total  live  births  and  still  births  and  was  15.0  compared 
with  23.8  in  1964,  15.6  in  1965,  14.8  in  1966,  7.3  in  1967,  15.8  in  1968,  and 
4.0  in  1969.  It  wa.s  23.0  in  England  &  Wales,  and  in  the  Administrative  Ciounty 
of  Hampshire  it  was  10.0. 

Maternal  Deaths 

There  were  no  maternal  deaths  from  pregnancy  or  childbirth,  giving  a 
ne.tema.1  Mortality  Ra.te  of  zero  for  1970.  It  wa.s  also  zero  for  1965,  1966, 
1967,  1968  and  1969. 
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The  total  number  of  deaths  in  1970  was  227 


Disease  of  the  heart  accounted  for  69  deaths  -  they  caused  30.44  of 
all  deaths. 

Ischaemic  Heart  disease  caused  36  deaths,  giving  a  figure  of  15.94  of 
all  deaths. 

Gerebro-vascular  disease  with  31  deaths  gave  a  percentage  figure  of 

13.74. 

If  all  deaths  due  to  disease  of  the  heart  and  circulatory  system  (which 
includes  cerebro-vascular  disease)  are  totalled,  a  figure  of  111  deaths  is 
arrived  at  -  thus  causing  49.04  of  all  deaths  in  the  district. 

Cancer  caused  51  deaths,  giving  a  figure  of  22.50/6  of  deaths.  Cancer 
of  the  lung  and  bronchus  caused  13  deaths,  or  in  other  words,  25.54  of  all 
cancer  deaths  were  caused  by  cancer  of  the  lung  and  bronchus.

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VACCINATION  AND  IMMUNISATION 


Poliomyelitis 

Vaccination  against  poliomyelitis  was  offered  to  all  persons  under  40 
years  of  age.  The  vaccine  generally  used  is  the  oral  (Sabin)  type  of  vaccine 
which  is  easier  to  administer  to  children.  It  is  important  to  ensure  that  the 
highest  possible  acceptance  rate,  especially  aipong  young  children,  is  maintained.

Measles  Vaccination 

Vaccination  against  measles  began  in  April  1968,  and  was  confined  to 
children  under  7  years.  In  November  1968  this  was  extended  to  children  up 
to  15  years  of  age. 

Unfortunately  in  March  1969,  owing  to  severe  reactions  occurring,  all 
of  one  manufacturer’s  supply  was  withdrawn  and  the  measles  vaccination 
campaign  was  seriously  curtailed.  Supplies  were  short  for  the  remainder  of 
the  year,  and  only  improved  in  May  1970.  Vaccination  was  recommenced  again 
and  fewer  cases  are  to  be  expected  in  future.

Diphtheria..  Tetanus  and  Whooping  Cough  Vaccination 

The  most  frequently  used  agent  is  Triple  Antigen  which  contains  antigens 
of  diphtheria,  tetanus  and  whooping  cough.  This  reduces  the  number  of 
injections  necessary,  which  cure  usually  commenced  when  the  infant  is  about 
three  months  old.  The  antigens,  given  combined  in  a  single  vaccine,  produce 
a  greater  protection  to  each  disease  than  they  would  if  given  separately.

Public  'Water  Supplies 

The  Southampton  Corporation,  The  Thames  Valley  Water  Board  and  the  Mid-Wessex 
Water  Board  are  the  statutory  water  undertakers  in  tile  District. 

There  are  three  pumping  stations  in  the  Rural  District  and  these  are  situated 
at  Kingsclere,  Overton,  and  Whitchurch. 

The  water  is  obtained  from  6  bore  holes,  the  quality  of  the  water  is  good, 
although  hard,  being  derived  from  the  chalk. 
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REFUSE 


Refuse  Collection  raid  Disposal 

(a)  Refuse  Collection 

The  weekly  collection  of  refuse  from  dwellings  within  the 
Rural  District  continued  throughout  the  year  without  any  major 
problems.  This  was  due  partly  to  the  comprehensive  nature  of 
the  survey  which  had  been  carried  out  the  previous  year  and  to 
the  excellent  response  made  by  all  connected  with  this  service. 

I  have  nothing  but  praise  for  the  effective  co-operation  that 
I  have  received  from  the  manual  workers  and  the  supervisory  staff, 
and  the  number  of  complaints  about  the  quality  of  the  service  was 
negligible. 

The  fleet  of  refuse  vehicles  i.e.  three  50  cubic  yard  Eagle 
Crushload  and  one  25  cubic  yard  Eagle  Gompressload,  augmented  by 
the  3  ton  Bedford  lorry,  remains  unaltered  but  it  is  expected 
that  a  60  cubic  yen d  Eagle  Crushload  will  be  purchased  next  year, 
so  that  a  reserve  vehicle  will  be  available, 

(b)  Refuse  Disposal 

There  is  an  increase  of  some  10/  per  annum  in  the  volume  of 
refuse  although  with  the  reduced  weight/volume  ratio  the  weight 
remains  fairly  constant,  after  long  discussions  it  was  agreed  to 
purchase  a  Tollemache  pulveriser  and  to  site  it  adjoining  the 
disposal  works  at  Kingsclere.  This  will  enable  controlled  tipping 
to  be  c carried  out  at  the  tip  at  ..shford  Hill,  and  bring  to  an  end 
the  present  unsatisfactory  method  of  refuse  disposal. 

(c)  Labour  Force 

The  labour  force  remained  constant  at  eleven  men,  one  driver/ 
loader  end  two  loaders  on  the  50  cubic  yard  vehicles,  and  one  driver/ 
loader  and  loader  on  the  35  cubic  yard  vehicle.  The  methods  of 
collection  are  being  work  studied  by  the  Hampshire  County  Council 
work  study  team  and  their  report  should  be  available  early  next 
year. 
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SEW4GE  DISPOSAL 


The  Council  operates  and  maintains  four  major  sewerage  works 5  those  at 
Kings cl ere,  Overton  and  Whitchurch  are  within  the  Rural  District  and  those  at 
Silchester  are  within  the  Rural  District  of  Basingstoke, 

Kinasclere  Sewage  Works?  situated  in  Union  Lane,  Kingsclere,  and  deals  with 
125*000  gallons  per  day  of  sewage  by  gravity  from  the  village  of  Kingsclere, 

Work  is  proceeding  on  providing  a  sewerage  system  for  the  village  of  Ecchinswell 
and  these  works  will  be  enlarged  and  pumping  plant  provided  to  take  the  increased 
flow, 

Overton  Sew  me  Works;  the  pumping  station  is  situated  in  Southington,  and  the 
sewage  is  pumped  to  the  outfall  works  immediately  above  the  station |  the  Works 
deal  with  about  222,000  gallons  per  day  crude  sewage  from  Overton  and  Freefolk. 

The  effluent  is  drained  into  the  chalk  sub  soil  and  this  necessitates  frequent 
skimming  off  of  the  chalk  surface  of  the  irrigation  area.s  to  enable  percolation 
of  the  effluent,  liny  large  scale  development  as  envisaged  in  the  Overton 
Township  Plan  will  entail  additional  facilities  at  the  Works, 

Tadley  Sewage  Works:  these  works  are  situated  at  Inham  Copse,  Silchester,  and 
deal  with  500,000  gallons  per  day  of  crude  sewage  from  Tadley,  Baughurst,  jL.W.R.E. 
housing  estates  in  Bradfield  and  houses  in  Basingstoke  R.D.C.  In  addition, 

260,000  gallons  per  day  are  pumped  from  tanks  at  the  L.W.R.E.  L  new  trunk  sewer 
is  being  constructed  to  deal  with  additional  flows  in  the  Lew  Road  area  of  Tadley 
and  the  works  are  being  enlarged  to  deal  with  the  increased  flows  of  sewage 
throughout  the  Tadley  area, 

Whitchurch  Sewage  Works?  the  pumping  station  is  situated  at  the  Depot,  Whitchurch, 
and  crude  sewage  from  the  village  of  Whitchurch  is  pumped  to  the  disposal  area  off 
Winchester  Road,  Whitchurch.  The  average  flow  is  140,000  gallons  per  day  and  the 
effluent  is  treated  by  broadland  irrigation. 

The  only  other  areas  which  are  sewered  are  Btoke,  Hurstbourne  Priors  and 
St.  Mary  Bourne.  Crude  sewage  is  pumped  to  the  Barton  Stacey  Sewage  Works  which 
are  controlled  by  the  Lndover  R.D.C. 

Surface  Water 

During  the  year,  there  ha.ve  been  occasions  when  flooding  occurred  in  the 
District.  The  area  affected  wa.s  mainly  at  Brookside  Walk,  Tadley,  but  other  low 
lying  areas  in  Tadley  were  involved  and  these  caused  surcharging  to  the  trunk 
sewers.  The  cleaning  out  of  the  surface  water  culvert  and  the  provision  of  a 
relief  foul  water  sewer  relieved  the  problems  towards  the  end  of  the  year.  With 
some  of  the  houses  in  Brookside  Walk  being  built  at  the  same  level  at  the  top  of 
the  culvert,  any  surcharge  must  result  in  the  flooding  of  the  grass  plot 
immediately  adjacent  to  the  stream. 

It  is  expected  that  next  year  tenders  will  be  invited  for  alterations  and 
improvements  to  the  existing'  system  and  that  the  Council  will  be  asked  to 
maintain  all  the  stormwater  drains  in  Tadley,  with  financial  assistance  from  the 
Hampshire  County  Council.
